The Housing Problem in Two Countries. 


."his paper has discussed (he bousing problem al clifTcrcnl 


times and does not wish to continue (he discussion to (he point 
of tiresomeness, but the problem, such as il is, persists, and it 
seems Hint it is not confined to tliis country/ 
It is making 


trouble in England as well as here, as was made plain by edi- 
torial commenl from a London newspaper, republished in Ibe 
columns of Ibis paper a few days ago. 


the paper in question is the New Commonwealth, and its 


words show that tbe condition in England, solar as the bous- 
ing problem is concerned, is strikingly similar to thai in the 
United Stales and is being accounted for in Ibe same way; 
(bat is, il is attributed lo the high cosl of labor and materials. 
13ut Ibe paper gbes on lo say that high costs do nol prevent [he 
building of cinemas, "motor-scooters" and racing stables. 
This means thai the people are ready lo spend their money in 
pleasure seeking, but are nof ready lo put it into houses. They 
want olhcr people (o supply bouses al moderate prices, wheth- 
er rented or sold, ami to be at liberty to use their own money 
for supplying Ihe luxuries and pleasures Ihcy desire and feel 
thai Ihey must have. 


No one can fail xlo observe Ihe similarity in conditions in 


England and this country, if the Prilish situation is accurately 
set forth by the London paper, as there is no reason to doubt. 
The people, and particularly Ihe working people, have more 
money than ever before, and yel they are crying for houses. 
One would ordinarily suppose that a man needing quarters for 
his family would be anxious to put such earnings as lie could 
spare into a home, which is one of the wisest things in the 
world to do; but inslead of this the majority arc spending their 
money like the proverbial drunken sailor and indulging in 
luxuries such as they never dreamed of before, at the same 
time shouting for others lo build houses to be rented al figures 
thai will nof yield a fair return on the Investment. Men with 
'money to invest do nol see their way clear lo do (his, and the 
result is what has come lo be known as the housing problem. 


And it is a problem that will never be solved by talking. 


Whether they will or not, the people must face Ihe facts as 
Ihey are and meet Ihe conditions as they are before houses 
will be plentiful and cheap while money I ha I should be, going 
into houses is being paid out for automobiles and in' oilier 
pleasure-seeking ways. 


A workingman was heard lo say no! long ago thai "a.poor 


man has just as good a right lo have a nautomobile as a rich 
man has." 
In a legal sense this is true, but morally li is nol 


(rue. A poor man has no moral right lo indulge in luxuries 
while his family is in need of essentials. 
If this fact were 


more generally recognized (here would be fewer automobiles 
on the roads and more houses along Ihe roads and streets 
through which the ''motor-scooters" run.
